WALLACE CONFESSES. 

Taylor Wallace Tells About j 
the Lynching of Si Smith I 
In Gainesville Tail. 

I 
"My home is in Maysville, Jack- I 
son county. On the morning of 
tbe killing of Si Smith I left home 
and went to the store of John 
Campbell for a drink of whisky. 
Mr. Campbell told me he had none 
but that a man named Bryson, 
who had been there the night bes 
fore, and who came from Gaines- 
ville,, had some down the street 
that we might get." 

"Campbell said: 'I will go with 
you to Bryson, and we will get 
some liquor.' We went to the 
store of Green & Smith and Camp 
bell went intu-the basement. Pret- 
ty soon I saw him motion through 
the iron grating for me to join 
him and 1 went down. There I 
met Bryson for the first time, and 
he gave me a drink of whisky. We 
three then went back into the store 
and Bryson told me of the arrest of 
Si Smith. I had heard of it before. 
We three then went back into the 
store and went to a drug store, 
where Bryson ordered some iced 
drinks. I think they were coca- 
colas. A man named Bob Han- 
cock joined us, and Bryson told 
Hancock and me not to go away 
until he saw us; that he wanted to 
see us on some business. 

"Then we all separated. That 
was about 1:30 o'clock* 'in the 
morning. I went homo and stay- 
ed till after dinner. 

"After dinner 1 came back up 
town, and on the street. I struck 
up with Bryson, Campbell and 
Bud Freeman. They were talking 
together about something I did not 
hear. We all went down to Chris- 
tian's drug store, where we got 
more iced drinks. Then Freeman 
and 1 stepped out in front of the 
store and Campbell and Bryson 
went down the street a piece and 
began to talk. 

"Freeman,' said i I'm broke and 
don't like to drink on fellows all 
the time without paying for some- 
thing, 1 Then Freeman said that he 
was broke, too, and we decided to 
go home. Bryson and Campbell 
called us back- and said, "Let's go 
up to Campbells.' On the way up 
to Campbell's Bryson had to stop. 
While we were waiting 1 asked 
Freeman what Bryson wanted with 
me. 

"Bryson is down here to get the I 
boys to go to Gainesville to-night,' ' 
said Freeman. 'There is going to 
be a lynching down there to-night.' 
I said that I could not go, and 
Freeman said ho didn't know if he 
could go or not. He said that it 
was understood by all the parties 
about the lynching at Gaincsyille. 
"'By that time Campbell and 
Freeman stepped on and told me 
to wait! for Bryson. I was sitting 
on a fence wnen Bryson walked 
I up." 

1 "There is going to be a lynching 
j in Gainesville tonight" said Bry- 
I son, as lie walked up to me, and I 
i want you to go.' 

"I can't go,' said 1. Then he 
told me that it was all known to the 
sheriff down there and the people 
and that there would be no trouble. 
There will be 7,00 or 800 people

down there,' said Bryson, and you 
will never be seen. I waut a big 
crowd and you must go along.. 

"We went up to Campbell's house 
and Campbell brought out whisky 
with sugar and glasses. We all took 
a drink and then we got chairs and 
went out into the yard and sat be- 
tween the well and the house. 

"There the conycrsation of the ! 
lynching was continued, and Bry- I 
son was asking that we go down | 
and get in it. Freeman said it was I 
out of his power to go, and Camps j 
bell said he could't go. We drank j 
more whisky and then Campbell ' 
advised me to go. They all said « 
there would be no danger. 

"Everything will go off like a 
prayer meeting,' said Campbell. 
We finally broke up, after Bryson 
had said he would telegraph and '< 
have a half gallon of whisky at 
Lula for the boys. Bryson and I 
got in a field in front of the house, 
and being full of whisky and he 
agreeing to pay all the expenses, I 
agreed to eo. He said we bad bet- 
ter not go together. 

"I got a ticket to Lula and got 
on the train. Bryson had a ticket 
to Gainesville and sat in another 
car. At Bellton the down train was 
an hour late and I went to Lipkin's 
bar for :i drink. Bryson came in 
and we three talked of the arrest 
of Smith. Wc talked of the fact 
that the governor had offered no 
reward for Smith, and that if it bad 
been a rich man he would have 
offered the reward. 

"When we got to Gainesville 
Bryson told me to get in Evans' 
'bus and go up town. He got in, 
too, and a young white fellow who 
said his name was Bricc and that be 
was a harness maker, asked Bry- 
son what luck he had. He said 'Good 
luck.' 

: "I wandered around Gainesville 
looking for the seven or eight hun- 



dred men. Bryson and I wont in- 
to the court house square and then 
he said "Oh hell." Then we went 
to a soda fount near the Arlington 
and we met a man named Tanner. 
Bryson introduced him to me. 
Tanner asked what luck and Brys 
son said 'Pretty good.' Then Bry s 
son asked where the boys were. 

"Tanner said, 'They are right 
down here' and we went down the 
street a piece and found ten or 
fifteen men tinder a tree. They 
gave me an introduction to a man 
named Henry Towery. 1 said that 
if that was all the men there, I was 
going home. 

"Towery said, 'You undertake to 
leave here and you area dead man.' 
After talking a while, they came 
to where Towery, Tanner and me 
were standing and said, 'Come on, 
boys.' Then they said they were 
going to handcuff me. I asked 
what in the hell I had done. They 
said they were going to take me to 
jail, but, they would not leave me 
there. Then we started for the 
jail. We went down the street, 
over ravine and through pasture. 
We had lanterns and were sriking 
matches all the way for cigars and 
cigarettes. 

"When we got to the jail gate 
Bryson and Towery, or it may have 
been Bell, I can't say which, took 
hold of me. They carried me up 
the steps and raised up the jailer 
by knocking. He came out in his 
night clothes with his lantern. One 
of the men with me told him they 
had a prisoner they wanted to leaye 
till morning. Then a tall fellow 
with a false beard, whom the boys 
bad been calling 'Mark,' stepped 
up and drew a package of papers 
from his pocket. He ^aid he was 
Sheriff Vincent, from Gwinnett 
county. Monday told him that it 
was all right, be didn't want to see 



the papers. Then he unlocked tbe 
door and came on the outside. The 
man with the beard stepped on the 
inside and stood by the door. Then 
the men took me inside and turned 
me loose. Monday looked over 
the banisters of the yard steps and 
said, 'Whatdoesthat crowd mean?, 

"Just then I darted down the 
steps and met the men coming up. 
One of them put a pistol in my 
face and told me to stop. They 
rushed by me and I went on in the 
jail yard. There was a guard at 
the gate with a pistol, and he stop- 
ped me again. Just then I heard 
the shots in the jail and I heard a 
voice cry out: 'Oh, Lord!' There 
were more shots, and then the men 
came out. 

"I don't know to this day who 
it was they were shooting. I went 
out on the streets with the crowd 
and we walked to a field. There 
one of the men put a piece of mon- 
ey in my hand and said for me to 
hit the 2 o'clock train for home. 

"I thought it was a dollar, but 
when I got to the light I saw it was 
a twenty dollar gold piece. 

"I walked all the way back to 
Maysville and got home about an 
hour before sun up. I went to 
Campbell and got him to change 
the money for me. I told him the 
story and ho rejoiced in it. 

"Bryson came to me several 
times and told me not to be ( 
scared." 

"He said that it was to keep mo 
posted that he came. He said that 
it was all fixed and that the sheriff 
knew all about it and that no jury 
in the world would conyict mo. 

"The first I saw of Capt. Looney 
was when he came to Maysville. 
He sat around the town and J met 
him and talked to him about the 
crops. He went away and I did 
not see him again until one of the 
marshals came to my house and 
said that an officer was waiting 
down the road in a buggy for me. 

"I went down there and it was 
Looney and he arrested me. Camp- 
bell had told me that Looney was 
going to bring a pile of money to 
Maysville and that we could get it. 
I knew that I had done wrong and 
the best way out of it was'to tell 
the truth. Sheriff Monday came 
to identify me and when he saw me 
he couldn't have looked worse if 
he was going to die."
